T’S sure unusual when a hog raiser has anything good to say 
about last year’s hog business. 


So that’s why I perked up my ears when an Iowa friend of mine 
said he had learned something about feeding hogs last year that 
he might not have learned with a better market. 


“If I hadn’t learned something new about feeding pigs, I might 
have worked for nothing last year,” my friend said. “In fact, I'd 
have lost money feeding ‘em the way we used to not too many 
years ago.” 


In particular, my friend was talking about the things 


we've learned about feeding young pigs. 


We really work with the sow to give young pigs a strong start 
in life. High-quality, balanced starters, fortified with antibiotics 
and arsanilic acid have shown us that fast, early growth is a real 
springboard to low-cost feeding.

To Stop Waste 
Of Whey? 


Is there any way to utilize 
to better advantage the milk 
liquid called whey, left over 
from the cheese making 
process? At present, almost 
nine billion pounds or three- 
fourths of all whey pro- 
duced are wasted each year. 


Altho used only in a limited 
way today as a feed for poultry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
research workers believe new 
uses could be developed. 
The principal solid in whey is 
lactose, the only sugar of animal 
origin. In addition to some uses 
in foods, it may have additional 
future value as an 
fermentation ingredient in the 
production of some vitamins, 
vinegar, alcohol and acetone. 
Whey protein, a by-product ia 
the manufacture of lactose, also 
is said to have high potential 
use. 





Gap In Farmers’ 
Credit 


Farmers should have 
more intermediate credit, 
say U. S. Department of 
Agriculture economists. 


Such credit would meet needs 
somewhere between the short 
term annual production loan and 
the long-term mortgage loan. It 
would, for example, enable bor- 
rowers more confidently to make 
shifts in production, as from 
crops to livestock, and also to 
increase the size of farm opera- 
tions. 
USDA economists contend too 
many intermediate credit re 
quirements currently are cov- 
ered on a short-term basis. This 
is due partly to the tendency of 
some farmers to finance opera- 
tions on a “piecemeal” basis 
among several lenders and to 
avoid taking lenders into their 
confidence. 
On the other hand, too many 
lenders take the easy way in 
buying merchants’ and dealers’ 
contracts with farmers, rather 
than financing farmers directly. 
Some country bankers also de- 
fend the heavy use of short-term 
notes by pointing out that their 
deposits are payable on demand.

New rules for 
fly control 


Recommendation for control of scab 
and mange on livestock also revised 


ECOMMENDATIONS for con- 

trol of flies on livestock have 
been changed. You probably 
read of those changes in the 
April 20 issue of Wallaces’ 
Farmer and Iowa Homestead. 

DDT spray is no longer recom- 
mended for fly control on beef 
cattle. And methoxychlor is not 
to be used on dairy cattle. 

What does that mean to your 
fly control program? 

“Actually, it’s not going to 
hurt,” says Earle Raun, insect 
control expert at lowa State 
College. 

Then Raun explains: “Too 
many farmers were using only 
methoxychlor or DDT to control 
flies on cattle. Those insecti- 
cides control horn flies, but not 
stable flies or horseflies. 

“They'll get better fly control 
with the quick-knockdown sprays 
such as activated pyrethrins and 
thiocyanates,” Raun says. “But 
they'll have to spray more often 
—or go to automatic treaters.” 

Beef cattle raisers, of course, 
still can spray their cattle with 
methoxychlor. And they can use 
DDT in cable-type treaters—pro- 
viding the treaters don’t put 
large amounts of DDT on the 
animals, 


Dairymen, however, are 
limited to the use of the 
quick-knockdown sprays on 
cattle. Properly used, acti- 
vated pyrethrin or thiocya- 
nate sprays will protect ani- 
mals from flies for two days, 
Raun says. 


There’s no change in the rec- 
ommendations for chemical fly 
control around buildings. You 
still can use diazinon, malathion, 
lindane, methoxychlor or pyre- 
thrin sprays in all your farm 
buildings. DDT spray, of course, 
is not to be used inside of dairy 
buildings. 

And the use of malathion, 
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diazinon or dipterex baits still is 
permitted. 


Another change, not men- 
tioned in the report last is- 
sue, involves the use of 
chemicals for control of 
scab or mange on cattle and 
hogs. 


BHC definitely is not to be 
used for this purpose. And the 
lindane dosage has been lowered. 

Under the new recommenda- 
tion, you can use a solution of 
no more than .06 percent lindane 
on animals for control of scab or 
mange up to 30 days before 
slaughter. Previously, you could 
spray or dip with a concentration 
of up to .25 percent lindane. 

Lower dosage means that 
you'll probaly have to use two 
treatments instead of one to rid 
animals of the parasites, says 
Raun. 

Use of lindane on dairy cows 
has greater restrictions. 

Dairy cows may be treated 
with lindane under federal su- 
pervision if cows are removed 
from the milk line for four days, 
according to word received by 
Raun from U. S. Department of 
Agriculture officials in Wash- 
ington. 

Just what is meant by “federal 
supervision” is your guess. 

Changes in recommendations 
for control of insects and para- 
sites on livestock are the result 
of efforts to prevent excessive 
amounts of insecticides from 
showing up in meat, milk and 
other livestock products.

Hogs aren't 
so smart! 


° PIG doesn’t knoW what he’s sup- 
posed to eat!” declares Paul Bern- 
hard of Kossuth county, Iowa. 

“He’ll eat what’s in front of him,” Bern- 
hard continues. “If he starts at the corn 
feeder, he'll fill up. If he starts at the 
supplement feeder, he’ll eat too much.” 

Most hog farmers can remember when 
that kind of talk would have been 
squelched in a hurry. 

A few years back, the popular belief— 
shared by most experts—was that a hog 
would balance his own ration if both corn 
and supplement were available. 

But even then, good hog farmers who 
used their pencils discovered that their 
hogs weren’t always that smart. And now 
they have support from recent Iowa State 
College studies. 

College workers fed a ration of free 
choice shelled corn and free choice sup- 
plement in separate feeders to 71 lots of 
growing-finishing hogs on concrete. 

In that study, the corn-supplement ratio 
varied from 4:1 to 9:1. 

That means that some of the lots of hogs 
were eating only four pounds of corn 
with each pound of supplement. Others 
were eating up to nine pounds of corn 
with each pound of the same supplement. 


And most of the lots of hogs ate 
more supplement than was necessary 
for fast, efficient gains. 


One way to make sure hogs get a bal- 
anced ration is to give them no other 
choice—feed a complete, ground and 
mixed ration. 

But that means you have the added cost 
of grinding and mixing feed. Does it 
pay off? 

To answer that question, let’s look at 
results of other college tests in which per- 
formance of hogs on a complete ration was 
compared with performance of hogs on 
free choice shelled corn and supplement. 
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On both drylot and pasture, the com- 
plete ration resulted in faster growth and 
a saving in protein. It resulted in greater 
feed efficiency in dry lot. 

Leave out the cost of grinding and mix- 
ing, and how did cost per 100 pounds of 
gain compare? 

On dry lot, feeding a complete ration 
resulted in a feed cost saving of 95 cents 
per 100 pounds of gain. 

On pasture, the feed cost saving was 
only half that much. 

Will that saving pay for mixing and 
grinding? Depends on how much those 
operations cost you. 

Let’s see how much you can afford to 
spend for mixing and grinding. 

Remember that we're talking about 
feeding hogs from 50 to 200 pounds. Sup- 
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pose you can put 500 pounds of gain on 
hogs of that size with a ton of feed. 

On dry lot (according to the college 
study) you could expect to save $4.75 feed 
cost on that 500 pounds of pork. So you 
would break even if it cost you $4.75 to 
get a ton of feed ground and mixed. 

If you can grind and mix your feed for 
less than $4.75 per ton, you stand to gain 
by feeding a complete ration on dry lot. 

On pasture, however, the story is dif- 
ferent. Break-even price for grinding 
and mixing is about half the break-even 
price on dry lot. 

In comparing the two methods of feed- 
ing hogs, University of Illinois workers 
went one step further. They charged $4 
per ton for grinding and mixing. 

On that basis, there was no feed cost 
advantage in using a complete ration on 
dry lot. And on pasture, free choice feed- 
ing resulted in a lower cost per pound of 
gain in the Illinois study. 
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“I’ve always argued that hogs will do 
better if you grind and mix the feed,” 
says Bernhard, the Kossuth county hog 


producer mentioned earlier. But like 
many others, he was worried about the 
extra cost of grinding and mixing. 

Now, however, Bernhard has developed 
a hog feeding program for growing-finish- 
ing hogs, which he believes gives him the 
benefits of a complete ration without a 
grinding and mixing bill. 

He feeds a mixed ration of shelled corn 
and pelleted supplement. Minerals are 
offered free choice in smaller self feeders. 

Hogs waste less of this feed than of a 
ground ration, Bernhard points out. 

You can find plenty of good hog pro- 
ducers who’ve rejected the practice of 
grinding and mixing feed for growing- 
finishing hogs—primarily because of 
extra cost. Among them is Bert Berk- 
land of Palo Alto county, Iowa. 

“Sometimes I can put ’em on free choice 
supplement at about 75 pounds and get 
along fine,” Berkland says. “Other times, 
they eat too much supplement.” 

So Berkland keeps a sharp eye on his 
supplement feeders. If hogs are eating 
too much supplement, he limits the pro- 
tein by hand-feeding. 


Berkland has his own grinding and 
mixing equipment. Why doesn’t he 
go to a complete ration? 


“IT just can’t see any gain in feeding 
a complete ration when you have to spend 
all that time grinding,” he replies. 

“It’s all right for little pigs. But after 
they get big, it takes a lot of grinding. And 
that’s about all you'll get done,” Berkland 
concludes. 

Some folks tend to frown on the prac- 
tice of hand-feeding supplement to hogs. 
But it’s one answer when the cost-squeeze 
chips are down. 

But don’t go too far in limiting the pro- 
tein, That can cost you more than if hogs 
eat too much supplement. 
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One way to settle arguments over 
livestock ownership is to tattoo the 
ears. This animal now can be posi- 
tively identified. 


Saving By Failure 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER has told 
Congress it can cut the farm budget by 
$254 million. This news pleased economy- 
minded congressmen but it also was un- 
welcome evidence of a partial failure of 
the soil bank program 

Why was the administration able to 
make this reduction? Because there has 
been a serious shortfall in sign-up under 
the long-time conservation reserve 

Secretary Benson’s explanation is that 
“farmers are taking time to give careful 
consideration to participation in a pro- 
gram which will take their land out of 
production for three, five or 10 years... 
this means that it will take time for par- 
ticipation to develop to the point where 
annual payments amount to as much as 
$450 million per calendar year, the limit 
contained in the Soil Bank.” 

Actually, it’s more than a matter of 
time. The plain fact is that the conserva- 
tion reserve payment rates were set too 
low. Yet the Conservation Reserve if 
really pushed, would be the best part of 
Soil Bank. It requires a real increase in 
one’s soil conserving acreage. 


lnterest On Bonds 


BY ACT OF Congress, U. S. savings bonds 
(Series E and H) now selling and sold 
since last February 1 will draw three and 
one-fourth percent interest if held to 
maturity. The previous rate of three per- 
cent continues to apply to the $41 billion 
of such bonds already outstanding 

The higher interest rate henceforth was 
authorized to spark greater current sales 
of government bonds. Because other 
forms of investment have been offering 
greater returns, bond redemptions have 
exceeded sales for more than seven 
months. 

Some of the worst offenders in this 
dumping of government bonds have been 
the big banks. This action gave them addi- 
tional funds for making more business 
loans at higher interest rates. U. S. cor- 
porations also reduced their holcings of 
government securities by nearly $5 bil- 
lion in 1956. At the same time, thru 
profits they increased their working cap- 
ital by $5.3 billion 

For the small individual investor, how- 
ever, U. S. savings bonds still have a lot 
to offer in the way of solid security.

Excuses Grocery Chain 


_IN OUR LAST issue, we reported 
how a large grocery chain was 
hoping to avoid regulation by the 
Federal Trade Commission since 
it also ran a meat-packing plant. 
It hoped instead to be put under 
the more limited controls of the 
Packers and Stockyards Act. 

It has now been ruled by a 
hearing examiner that this chain—Food 
Fair Stores, Inc.—is in fact a “packer” 
even tho its grocery volume is nearly 14 
times as large as its meat operation. 

Therefore, the examiner also recom- 
mended dismissal of a Federal Trade 
Commission complaint that the chain in- 
duced special promotional allowances 


from its suppliers. 


The examiner’s opinion is now sched- 
uled for review by the full FTC group. 


Back College Plan 


IN A _ LITTLE-NOTICED resolution 
passed at mid-April, the Iowa legislature 
commended Iowa State College for its 
current reorientation of research so as to 
give primary attention to the study of agri- 
cultural adjustment problems. 

In the preamble, the resolution noted 
that the “many federal agricultural pro- 
grams, while helpful to farmers, are not 
leading agriculture out of this wilderness 
of low incomes and disadvantageous eco- 
nomic circumstances compared with the 
non-farm population.” 


lke Gets Misled 


VER SINCE last January, when the 

new budget was unveiled, there has 
been an increasing outcry against farm- 
ers and farm programs. This outcry 
should have been answered, promptly and 
sharply, by Secretary Benson, but it 
wasn't. 

American agriculture, said the critics, 
was costing entirely too much money. 
Think of it, more than $5 billion a year! 
Even a good many farmers grew uneasy 
as the complaints mounted. About a 
month ago, President Shuman of the Farm 
Bureau, went so far as to “confess’’ that 
agriculture undoubtedly was doing quite 
well on federal help, compared to other 
groups. 


This, in the face of a disclosure 
that a single American corporation 
overseas, thru special rulings, had 
escaped U. S. income taxes on nearly 
$1 billion since 1950. 


One day, the Wall Street Journal sug- 
gested that the new budget would be used 
to “keep the price of food and fiber high.” 
Yet nine days before, a House agriculture 
sub-committee had shown that while re- 
tail food costs were up 16 percent since 
10 years ago, prices to farmers had 
dropped 14 percent. 


Then just when the hounds were 
baying loudest, the President himself 
blundered with a misstatement which 
swung everything about. 


In a press conference on April 17, Ike 
said, “At present, you must remember 
that about half of the income of the 
farmer is from federal subsidy.” This 
subsidy, he added, averages over $1,000 
per farm family. 

This time, Secretary Benson had to set 
the record straight (partly, it appeared, 
because somebody in his own shop had 
misled the President in the first place). 

The answer was fairly simple and was 
soon spread on the record by Senator 
Thye of Minnesota. 

Over $1 billion, he said, sends surpluses 
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overseas. A foreign aid expense, really. 
About one-third billion distributes food 
to school children and others in need. A 
general welfare program. 

Over a half-bilfion provides funds for 
REA and Farmers Home Administration 
loans and operating expenses. Most of 
this is repayable to the U. S. Treasury 
with interest. 

About three-fourths billion goes for pro- 
grams of national benefit, such as meat 
inspection, national forests for recreation 
and building materials, disease and pest 
control, scientific research, marketing im- 
provements and so on. 

About $1.2 billion is needed to increase 
lending capital of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. Some of this money even- 
tually is recovered either from cash re- 
payment or disposal of grain surrendered 
by the borrowing farmer. 

Not much over $1.2 billion represents 
direct benefits to farmers. And these 
benefits are paid only after some perform- 
ance on the part of the farmer, such as 
conserving soil or cutting excess produc- 
tion. 


While the April 17 incident re- 
vealed in a rather shocking way the 
President’s dependence on agricul- 
tural advisers, it may have been a 
good thing. What the President says 
and does always hits the front pages. 
When anything he says has to be cor- 
rected, there is also fairly good fol- 
low-up press coverage, as was the case 
in this instance. 


Hereafter, we may not be plagued 
with se many cracks about the farmer 
getting half his living from the govern- 
ment. Even with what assistance he does 
get, the farmer’s share of the per capita 
income in this country is still only about 
half the average of the rest of the popula- 
tion. People of modest incomes in small 
towns sometimes find this a little hard to 
understand, but then they aren’t getting 
their proper share of the national income, 


either. —Art Thompson 
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Spending Yen 


WHAT HAPPENS to the foreign currency 
which Uncle Sam receives in exchange for 
exports of farm surpluses? 

A good deal of it goes to cover U. S. gov- 
ernment expenses in the importing coun- 
tries. Such expenses include salaries of 
employees and the general upkeep costs 
of office and equipment. 

A large part of the currency also is 
loaned back to the foreign country to help 
finance some worthwhile local program. 

Still another activity of particular inter- 
est to farmers is using the money to pro- 
mote wider acceptance abroad of Ameri- 
can agricultural products. Such a develop- 
ment program is now being put under 
way in Japan. 

U. S. wheat and dairy specialists will 
soon be helping the Japanese Ministry 
of Education and the Japan School Lunch 
Association with school feeding. Also 
helping on this program is the Oregon 
Wheat Growers’ League, under an agree- 
ment with the U. S. Foreign Agricu'tural 
Service. 

The idea is to bring at least 500,000 
more Japanese children into the school 
lunch program, particularly in the rural 
areas. This could increase Japanese wheat 
flour requirements by 10,000 metric tons 
per year and non-fat dry milk by 2,000 
metric tons. 

This kind of assistance is commendable, 
altho of course in the end the thing that 
will really solidify our export business 
with Japan is our being willing to receive 
more imports from Japan.

A good home life is im- 
portant to an enjoyable 
retirement. And your hap- 
piness may depend upon 
where you decide to live. 


ANY midwest farmers are about re- 

tirement age. Many more are look- 
ing forward to the time when they can 
“take it easy.” 

Some farmers have retired, moved to 
town or out of the state—then moved back 
to the farm. Others have retired on the 
farm and wished they had moved to town. 

You should start planning now on where 
you'd like to live after you retire. This 
article may help you make the right deci- 
sion. 


1. Retire on the farm: 


Staying on the farm after you retire has 
many advantages. And, of course, it also 
has some disadvantages 

By staying on the farm you will be liv- 
ing in your own home. You may have 
spent a lot of money improving the house 
with retirement in mind. And you'd hate 
to have to leave it. If you do—you may 
have to buy or rent a house in town. 

You'd be living near your life-time 
friends. And friends are more important 
in retirement than at any other time. 

On the farm you could stay as busy as 
you like. You could feed a few pigs, steers, 
etc. But you should choose some activity 
that you like to do. 

You could continue with your commu- 
nity activities, church and farm organiza- 
tion work, if you stay on the farm. 

Don’t try to do too many things after 
you retire. And don’t let them confine 
you to the farm. Plan your activities so 
you can leave when you want to visit or 
travel. 

If you stay on the farm, you may have 
so many activities that you’d be as con- 
fined as in a full scale farm operation. 

“I'd soon go crazy if I didn’t have 
something to do,” says J. A. Lund of Story 
county, Iowa. He retired on the farm five 
years ago and feels like “I made the right 
decision.” 

Lund is a soil conservation commis- 
sioner, president-manager of the local 
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to retire... 


telephone company, and keeps a herd of 
32 registered Herefords. His farm is 
rented to a neighbor. 

All of Lund’s activities are part-time. 
And he can stay busy or relax and take 
it easy. 

Most farms aren’t big enough for two 
families if they have to live in the same 
house. If your son is to take over when 
you retire, and if you want to stay on the 
farm—better build a separate house. 

Some farmers have bought small farms 
or acreages near small towns. This way 
they can rent the big farm and do as much 
work on the acreage as they want to do. 
They feel this is better than living in town. 


2. Move to town: 


Many farmers can’t stay on the farm 
after they retire. But they can move to 
the town near the farm. Or to the county 
seat town. 

Moving to town usually means buying a 
home or renting one. But you would be 
close to your friends and relatives. 

However, moving to town presents a 
problem on how to stay busy. Hobbies or 
part-time work will help. 

You could still participate in commu- 
nity activities, church and club work. 

If you own a farm, you could spend time 
fixing up the buildings, fences, etc. But 
this alone probably wouldn’t be enough 
to keep you busy. 

A farmer in Kossuth county said, “We 
are moving to town next week. Our son 
will farm the home place.” 


3. Leave the state: 


Moving out of the state when you retire 
has some advantages. You can plan your 
vacations to states you think you’d like 
to live. This way you would know some- 
thing about the area before moving. 

But, if you move out of the state you 
may leave most of your friends and rela- 
tives. 

If you move to a warmer climate, living 
expenses may be some less. You would 
save on fuel and heavy clothing. 

But, if you move from the state you 
may find new friends your age and with

Operas feeders had four per- 

cent more cattle on feed 
April 1 than one year before. 
Total was among the highest on 
record for the month. 

Cattle in fattening yards were 
lighter than a year before, how- 
ever, and had been fed longer 
on the average. 


Cattle marketings will 
pick up in June, and re- 
main heavy thru the sum- 
mer. Until that time, fat 
cattle marketings may be 
below one year before. 


This information about fat cat- 
tle production and marketing 
comes from the April 1 report 
of cattle on feed covering 13 
important feeding states. 

Here are some important fig- 
ures from the report including 
weight of cattle on feed, length 
of time on feed and farmers’ 
marketing intentions. 

Cattle over 900 pounds were 
down two percent from a year 
before. Those weighing 600 to 
900 were nine percent above a 
year before. And cattle under 
600 pounds up two percent. 

Cattle on feed over six months 
were 26 percent above a year 
before. Three to six months, up 
six percent. And under three 
months, one percent down. 


Farmers say they will sell 
13 percent fewer cattle this 
month than in May last year. 
But they intend to market 
26 percent more cattle in 
June than in June last year. 


These figures confirm last 
fall’s report that cattle going on 
feed were lighter than one year 
before. And they indicate that 
farmers remember the good fat 
cattle market after July last year 
and are heading for it again. 


AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 


It should also be noted that 
last year’s totals for cattle on 
feed were far above average. 
That makes the four percent in- 
crease significant. 

Among Corn Belt states, Min- 
nesota shows the biggest cattle 
feeding increase over a year be- 
fore. April 1 total was 345,000, 
an increase of 19 percent. 

Iowa’s feeders had six percent 
more cattle on feed April 1 than 
a year before. The total at 1,302,- 
000 head was just 4,000 head un- 
der the record total for April 1 
in 1955. 


Iowa total of cattle on 
feed April 1 was 17 percent 
more than the five-year, 
1951-1955, average. 


Illinois feeders also had six 
percent more cattle on feed 
than one year before. Increase 
was from 575,000 to 610,000. 

In Missouri, feeders had five 
percent more cattle on feed this 
April 1 than one year before. 
Increase was from 216,000 to 
227,000. 

Feeders in Nebraska showed 
a one percent decrease in cattle 
feeding. Total April 1 was 483,- 
000 compared to 488,000 one 
year before. 

The cut in Nebraska cattle 
feeding was caused by recent 
dry years affecting both corn 
crops and roughage production. 


Cattle placed on feed dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1957 
in the 13 states were just 
about the same as for the 
first quarter of 1956. Total 
was 1,736,000 head. 


Fed cattle marketed from the 
13 states for the first quarter of 
1957 were 2,516,000 head, two 
percent above a year before.

Kill inseets 
with “smoke?” 


T DOESN’T yet have approval 
for use on farms. But the in- 
sect-killing device invented last 
summer by Don Neville, machin- 
ist in Pocahontas county, Iowa, 
appears to have some interesting 
possibilities. 


Neville’s patented “smok- 
er” is being tested this year 
by insect control workers at 
several agricultural experi- 
ment stations. 


Attractive feature of the 
gadget is its simplicity. It re- 
places the muffler on any farm 
tractor. The oil-insecticide mix- 
ture is metered into a special 
muffler and comes out thru flex- 
ible pipes in the form of a 
“fog.” 

Neville reports control of 
mosquitoes and grasshoppers 
where the device was used last 


year. He also used the device in 
fogging barns with a residual in- 
secticide for control of flies. 

And he suggests that it might 
be used with good results in the 
control of other insects. Maybe 
it could even be used to apply 
weed killing chemicals 

If so, there’s a possibility of 
applying insect or weed-killing 
chemicals at the same time other 
operations such as corn cultiva- 
tion are performed. 


All that, however, is spec- 
ulation. And it remains for 
researchers to determine 
the value of this approach to 
pesticide application. 


Added to that is the fact that 
special insecticide mixtures are 
required for use in Neville’s 


* gadget. Those mixtures must be 


developed and approved for use 
on farms.

What makes bi 


corn crops? 


Record shows we need subsoil moisture, 


timely rains and moderate temperature 


Bumper corn crops are made 
when summer rains team up 
with a wet subsoil and rather 
cool weather in July and August. 

Poor corn crops result when 
summers are either wet and cool, 
or hot and dry. In the last 16 
years, wet, cool summers have 
done the most total damage to 
corn. 

This is indicated by a study of 
the 16 corn crops since hybrid 
corn came into general use. 
There were four bumper corn 
crops, one real bad one, and 
three well below average. 

Let’s Iook at the four good 
crops using Iewa figures. Here 
they are with excess or shortage 
of rainfall in May, June, July 
and August. Also excess or 
minus daily average temperature 
for July and August and the corn 
yield for each year. 


Year Rain Temp. Yield 
1942 +2.62 0.2 60 bu. 
1946 +0.79 2.1 5&7 

1948 —-3.63 10 60.5 
1952 +1.74 14 62.5 


Notice that rainfall was above 
average in growing months in 
three of four years of big corn 
crops. And temperature for July 
and August was below normal 
every year. 

Further examination of weath- 
er records shows these things 
about the four big corn years: 

Big fall rains filled the subsoil 
each year before these crops 
were made except in the fall 
before the 1952 crop. And in 
that year, heavy June, July and 
August rains made up for the 
fall shortage. 

The 1948 crop with about a 25 
percent shortage in summer 
rainfall was saved by a very wet 
subsoil. And by timely rains— 
July rains were above normal. 

Now let’s look at the four 
poores< corn years in Iowa since 
hybrid seed came into general 
use. Table includes excess or 
shortage of summer rain, July 
and August temperature varia- 
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tion from normal and corn yields 
for the state. 


Year Rain Temp. Yield 
1945 +1.19 1.2 44.5 bu. 
1947 +1.79 +3.3 30.5 
1949 -2.07 +09 47 

1951 +5.79 2.5 43.5 


One look at this table shows 
drouth wasn’t the main factor in 
the bad corn crops. In only one 
year, 1949, was summer rainfall 
below normal. 

Two of the four poor crops— 
1945 and 1951—-were really hurt 
by too much rain and cool sum- 
mer weather. Spring rains were 
heavy. Large areas were 
drowned out. And corn didn’t 
get ripe. 

The one really bad crop in 
1947 was made by a year of freak 
weather. June was the wettest 
on record and August was the 
hottest of record. 

Wet weather in June puddled 
the ground and made corn roots 
stay near the surface. Then the 
hot August—10 degrees above 
normal—just cooked the corn. 

And so the record of 16 years 
supports these points about corn 
crops and weather. 

Water supplies from rain and 
subsoil moderately above nor- 
mal and temperatures slightly 
below normal make the big 
crops. Just normal rainfall and 
temperatures will do very well. 

The most extreme damage to 
corn crops comes from heat. 
But wet, cool weather is very 
damaging too. 

Is anything indicated for this 
year’s corn crop by these re- 
cords? 

Since the subsoil is dry in 
many areas, we will need above 
normal summer rainfall to make 
a bumper crop. Or, the rain 
we get will have to be concen- 
trated in July and August when 
corn uses the most water. 

Chances are about even that 
we will get more than normal 
rainfall. And, about one in 10 
that we'll get a summer wet and 
cool enough to damage the corn.

A FARM clear of debt these days 

is a sizable life insurance pol- 
icy. A typical midwest farm, 
complete with farm equipment 
and livestock, could be cashed 
in for $50,000 to $75,000. If a 
farmer dies and leaves his fam- 
ily such an estate clear of debt, 
he has left them a sizable insur- 
ance policy. 


BUT MOST FARMERS don’t 
have their farming setup total- 
ly clear of debt. That’s why 
farmers need different types of 
life insurance policies than do 
most people working in town. 


FARMERS always have a place 

where they can put spare cash 
to work—either paying off debts 
or adding some much-needed 
piece of improved equipment. 
So they need a life insurance 
policy which gives them protec- 
tion, rather than one which is 
heavily weighted toward the sav- 
ings feature. 


THAT’S WHY farmers who are 

in debt find a term life insur- 
ance policy for the amount of 
the mortgage especially well 
fitted for their particular needs.

We are entering the 
period of spring thunderstorms 
and tornadus. Don’t get caught 
with an out of date insurance 
coverage.

Straight talk 


from Canada 


Producers attending the 
National Farm and Ranch 
Congress at Denver in early 
March heard some straight 
talk from George R. Pater- 
son of the Canadian Depart- 
ment of Trade and Com- 
merce. 

The United States,” Pater- 
son stated, “has grown so far 
and so fast in power and influ- 
ence during recent years that it 
is perhaps not aware of the tre- 
mendous impact which some of 
its policies have on other friend- 


ly countries 

This appears to be the case 
with regard to the large-scale 
disposal of United States agri- 
cultural surpluses on world 
markets by the use of non-com- 
mercial selling practices. Can- 
ada, and many other friendly 


trading nations, are being seri- 
ously affected. 

Allowing for a reasonable re- 
serve, the United States carry- 
over at the end of this crop year 
will be only about two-thirds of 
one year’s domestic require- 
ments. Canada’s stocks by that 
time will be about three and one- 
half times its domestic needs. 


“The return to Canadian 
producers is already about 
75 cents a bushel less on the 
average than the return to 
United States wheat grow- 
ers. Canadian producers 
eannot afford to compete 
with the United States 
Treasury and the Canadian 
taxpayer could not bear the 
burden that competitive 
subsidization of Canadian 
exports would involve. 


“As a result, the United 
States, by these methods, is not 
only exporting surplus wheat— 
it is exporting its agricultural 
surplus problems to Canada and 
to other friendly nations depend- 
ent on markets for agricultural 
products for their economic well 
being.” 

In the early part of his ad- 
dress, Paterson had pointed out 
that in each of the past two 
years, Canada bought more agri- 
cultural products from the 
United States than she sold and 
held first rank by a wide margin 
as a leading outlet for U. S.

How Americans 


are eating 


How well are the Amer- 
ican people eating? 

Some answers are set forth in 
a new U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture report “Dietary Levels of 
Households in the United 
States.” 

Today, the report indicates, 
probably as few as one-tenth of 
the U. S. households have diets 
that would be considered poor 
by 1936 standards. In a previous 
large scale survey, made in 1936, 
one-third of the diets studied 
were classed as poor. 

Outstanding diet improve- 
ments since 20 years ago are 
shown for iron and three of the 
B vitamins—thiamine, niacin 
and riboflavin. This change has 
been due in considerable part 
to the bread and flour enrich- 
ment program 

In about one-third of the 
households, tho, diets do not yet 
appear to meet calcium require- 
ments, usually because they do 
not contain enough milk. And 
about one-fourth of the house- 
holds surveyed were still too 
low on vitamin C intake, owing 
to insufficient consumption of 
fruits and vegetables. 

Compared with urban diets, 
farm diets per person contained 
more milk, grain products, fats 
and oils, and sugar. They also 
provided more calories and more 
of all nutrients studied except 
vitamins A and C. 

Urban diets surveyed, on the 
other hand, tended to contain 
more vitamin-A-rich dark green 
and deep yellow vegetables and 
more citrus fruits, important for 
vitamin C.

But it does not mean that those 
boys must throw away their farm 
experience. There’s a place for 
them in agriculture—even tho 
it may not involve riding a trac- 
tor or raising hogs. 

In fact, farm boys are fortu- 
nate. Industries that serve farm- 
ers are scouring the country for 
well-trained young men—prefer- 
ably with farm backgrounds. 

These industries are a part of 
agriculture. Lumped togeth~. 
they're referred to as “agri-buoi- 
ness.” And they employ more 
people than are actually working 
on farms. 

Agri-business needs farming 
experts. It takes men who know 
farmers’ problems to develop, 
produce and sell fertilizers, live- 
stock and poultry feeds, farm 
machinery, hybrid seed corn, 
pest control chemicals and all 
the other “tools” used by farm- 
ers in production of food and 
fiber. It also takes men who 
know farming to process the 
products from farms. 

How can a farm boy land one 
of those jobs? In most cases, an 
agricultural college education 
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Simply write to Registrar, Iowa 
State College, Ames, Iowa. A 
number of scholarships also are 
available. Ask about them. 


Farm boys who like farm- 
ing but don’t have the op- 
portunity to become farm 
operators should remember 
this: 


The farming experience which 
you've acquired is valuable. City 
boys can’t duplicate it in any 
trade school or college. 

Combine that farming experi- 
ence with college training, and 
you'll be the kind of man agri- 
business is looking for. 

It takes a lot of food to feed 
our growing population. Fewer 
farmers may produce it. But you 
can bet they'll need a lot of 
technical help—producing the 
irrigation systems, farm chem- 
icals, etc., used in production of 
food. 

As the number of farm opera- 
tors is declining, the off-farm op- 
portunities in agriculture are 
expanding. There’s a place in 
agriculture for every farm boy 
who’s willing to spend four years 
at college.

Irrigate from 
a stream? 


Most streams aren't dependable. But 


there are ways to make use 


Been thinking about irri- 
gating from a stream? Then 
you'll find help in these sug- 
gestions from Dale Hull, 
agricultural engineer at 
Iowa State College. 

[ts possible in lowa to irrigate 
from streams. But in general, 

streams are not a dependable 

source of water for irrigation. 

That’s particularly true in the 
western two-thirds of the state. 
In that area, the flow of streams 
even in normal years isn’t suffi- 
cient to provide irrigation water 
for drouth soils. 

In northeast Iowa, the situa- 
tion isn’t quite so severe. Stream 
flows there are somewhat more 
reliable during July and August. 
And that’s the season when irri- 
gation water is in greatest de- 
mand. 

Streams in northeast Iowa 
maintain a higher flow during 
the critical months. That’s be- 
cause they receive a greater “re- 
charge” from underground wa- 
ter sources such as gravel beds 
and large springs. 


Altho in general the 
stream flow state-wide is un- 
reliable, there are two 
methods by which streams 
offer a possible source of 
irrigation water. 


1. Irrigation ahead of plant- 
ing. This enables you to build 
up moisture reserves in the soil. 
And water is taken from the 
streams in the spring when 
stream flow usually is at its 
highest point. 

2. Storage of spring stream 
flow in reservoirs or ponds for 
use later in the season. 

Pre-planting irrigation was 
used with good results last year 
in Iowa State College tests. Six 
inches of water applied before 
corn planting resulted in a 34- 
bushel yield increase as com- 
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of them 


pared with non-irrigated corn. 

When irrigating ahead of 
planting, it’s usually best to fill 
the top five feet of soil with as 
much water as it will hold. If, 
however, you're concerned about 
drainage, you might not want to 
fill the soil to capacity. Instead, 
you may want to allow some 
space in the soil for spring rains 

Don’t be alarmed if your tile 
drains begin to work. You won't 
be losing much water. And most 
of what you lose is gravitational 
water. 


What about storage of 
stream water in ponds or 
reservoirs? 


Remember that you can ex- 
pect a sizable loss from seepage 
and evaporation. So you should 
do some figuring as to pond or 
reservoir size. 

Usually, a one-acre pond will 
hold enough water for a season’s 
irrigation of three to five acres 
—depending on the topography 
of the land. 

A 10-acre reservoir will hold 
enough water for irrigation of 
50 to 75 acres. 

Those estimates are based on 
one acre-foot of water for each 
acre to be irrigated. That means, 
then, that the 10-acre reservoir 
would have to average five to 
seven and one-half feet in depth 
to provide water for 50 to 75 
acres. 

Remember, also, that water 
will have to be pumped twice 
when you store stream water for 
later use. That boosts costs. 

But irrigation can almost dou- 
ble your chances for a good crop. 
So if you have a possibility of 
using stream water for irriga- 
tion, it’s worth investigating. 

Before you begin taking wa- 
ter from a stream for irrigation, 
better check with your lawyer 
regarding your rights to legal 
use of the water.

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No Change In 
S. S. “Drop-Out” 


To the Editor: Did the 
1956 amendments change 
the drop-out provisions of 
the social security law? 
What are the drop-out pro- 
visions?—Mrs. M. S., Put- 
nam county, Illinois. 


No changes were made in the 
number of years you are allowed 
to drop out under the social se- 
curity law. You can drop out 
four years of low or no covered 
income. After five years cov- 
erage you are allowed to drop 
out another year. 

The new starting date for so- 
cial security coverage of farm 
operators and workers is January 
1, 1951. Since farmers were not 
brought under social security 
until January 1, 1955, they had 
no covered income from farm- 
ing before that date. Therefore 
to avoid penalizing farm opera- 
tors—-the drop-out period was 
established. (You may choose to 
use your 2lst birthday rather 
than January 1, 1955, if you be- 
come 21 since that date.) 





When Distemper 
Kills Cats 


To the Editor: In regard 
to the so-called “cat dis- 
ease,” am wondering what is 
the carrier. . . . Vaccination 
doesn’t seem to help; have 
tried to bring in fresh kit- 
tens, vaccinated and they 
just “go to sleep.”—G. F., 
Delaware county, Iowa. 


On farms where “cat dis- 
temper” is a problem, bring no 
new cats on for at least six 
months. Then kittens that have 
been vaccinated when eight 
weeks of age, followed with a 
booster shot at 10 weeks, will be 
ready to come on to the farm 
when six months of age. 





Share Conservation 
Reserve Checks 


How will conservation re- 
serve payments be divided - 
between landlords and ten- 
ants? 


The share that landlords and 
tenants will receive shall be on a 
“fair and equitable basis’ and 
must be approved by the county 
ASC committee. The contract 
shall specify the basis of the divi- 
sion of annual payments as 
agreed upon by the signers. 
Cost-share payments will be 
made to the person who finances 
the practice. 

Tenants and landlords must 
agree on certain provisions be- 
fore a contract is valid. No con- 


bureau 


tract can be entered into if it 
appears that (1) the operator or 
landlord has reduced the num- 
ber of acres of a tenant; (2) that 
the operator or landlord has re- 
duced the number of tenants on 
the farm; (3) that the operator 
or landlord has increased his 
share of the crop and reduced 
the tenant’s share; (4) that there 
exists between operators, land- 
lords and tenants an agreement 
to: Cause the tenant to pay over 
to the landlord or operator any 
compensation; change the status 
with respect to land; reduce the 
size of the tenant’s share of the 
allotment or increase rent to be 
paid by the tenant or decrease 
the share of the crop received 
by the tenant. 

You can modify your contract 
any time prior to January l, 
1961, in order to put additional 
land in conservation reserve 
The time period for this new 
land is independent of your other 
contract. 

What happens if you violate 
your contract? If the violation 
is serious your contract can be 
terminated, you forfeit all pay- 
ments and you must refund pay- 
ments you already have received 
plus interest at six percent plus 
civil penalty of 50 percent o! 
payments. 











Has Bees In 
House Wall 


To the Editor: We have 
bees in the walls of our 
house. Is there an insecti- 
cide that will kill them?—P. 
J. F., Adair county, Iowa. 


The following information on 
the control of bees in walls is 
taken from the Midwest Farm 
Handbook. 

“There are several steps nec- 
essary for permanent control. 
Locate the entrance used by the 
bees. In the evening when it is 
cool, pour one to three table- 
spaons of carbon tetrachloride 
into the opening and plug it. 
The gas evolving from the liquid 
is heavier than air and sinks 
down, killing the bees. 

“Next remove the siding and 
sheathing and scrape out the 
honey, wax and other material. 
In brick or plaster houses, it 
may be necessary to cut thru 
the plaster and work from the 
inside. This procedure is neces- 
sary because ants or other bees 
are attracted to the honey, wax 
moth larvae may develop in the 
comb and can chew thru the 
plaster into the house, and car- 
pet beetles are attracted by the 
dead bees. 

“The last step is to replace 
the sheathing, cover it with 
heavy building paper and re- 
place the siding and close all 
nail er knot holes and cracks 
with caulking compound.”

Disk In Soil 
Insecticides? 

To the Editor: I under- 
stand that liquid aldrin or 
heptachlor for control of soil 
insects should be disked 
inte the soil very quickly 
after application. What is 
the loss of value in one-half 
hour, one hour or two hours 
if not disked in immediate- 
ly?—M. A. A., Floyd county, 
lowa. 


Answer to your question will 
depend on climatic conditions. 
The insecticide will disappear 
more rapidly on windy, warm, 
dry days than on quiet, humid 
days. 

Under quick-drying condi- 
tions, delaying disking for two 
hours after application has re- 
sulted in complete loss of ef- 
fectiveness of soil insecticides. 

So that brings you back to 
the recommendation: Disk as 
soon as possible after applica- 
tion. Some farmers have done 
this by using a tractor-mounted 
sprayer and pulling a disk be- 
hind. 

Insect control experts report 
that granular insecticides appar- 
ently do not disappear so rapid- 
ly as liquid soil insecticides. So 
you might be wise to use gran- 
ules if it’s impossible to disk im 
mediately following spraying.

To help you 
kill weeds 


Here are the chemicals that'll put 
punch in your weed control campaign 


VOUVE got lots of help this 
year in your battle against 
weeds—if you care to use it. 

Almost two-dozen weed-killing 
chemicals are approved for use 
on Corn Belt farms. Each is ef- 
fective when properly used. 

Which chemical should you 
select to do the weed-killing job 
that you have in mind? With so 
many available, it’s easy to be- 
come confused. 

So here’s a list of readily avail- 
able weed-killing chemicals— 
along with the uses for which 
each is designed. Maybe you'll 
want to keep it for reference. 

Dosages aren’t listed here. 
You'll find them on the label. 
And that brings up this point: 
ALWAYS read and follow label 
directions. That’s your key to 
safe and effective use of farm 
chemicals. 

2,4-D needs no introduction. 
It’s the most widely used chem- 
ical weed killer. Excellent for 
control of broadleafed weeds in 
small grain, flax, corn, sorghum, 
in pastures and along roadsides. 

MCP is similar to 2,4-D, but 
less toxic to underseeded leg- 
umes in flax and small grain. 

2,4,5-T is a brush killer. It can 
be used as a foliage spray or as 
dormant basal spray or for 
stump treatment. 

Mixture of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T 
is used much the same as 2,4,5-T 
alone. 

TCA is good for spot eradica- 
tion of quackgrass and other 
perennial grassy weeds. At high- 
er dosages, it will kill all plant 
growth and temporarily sterilize 
the soil. 

Dalapon is an excellent spray 
for controlling grassy weeds 
such as quackgrass. It’s gener- 
ally regarded as a non-selective 
weed killer. That is: It will 
damage crops as well as kill 
grassy weeds. 

Maleic hydrazide retards or 
stops growth of grassy weeds. 
Performs well in control of 
quackgrass when spraying is fol- 
lowed in about two weeks by 
planting of cultivated or smother 
crops. 

Randox is a new chemical for 
control of annual grassy weeds 
such as the foxtails and sand- 
burs. It’s used as a pre-emer- 
gence treatment— applied at 
planting time. (See issue of 
April 6, 1957.) 

Amino triazole is a new chem- 
ical which has showed great 
promise in control of Canada 
thistle in Indiana and Ohio tests. 
It’s a non-selective foliage spray 
—kills all plants. (See issue of 
March 2, 1957.) 
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Napthyl phthalamic acid is a 
relatively new chemical which 
shows promise as a pre-emer- 
gence spray for control of annual 
weeds in corn and soybeans. 

Dinitro (selective) is used as a 
selective spray in small grain 
and flax to control weeds such as 
mustard and smartweeds when 
the field is underseeded to leg- 
umes. 

Dinitro (contact) is used as a 
“chemical mower” along fence- 
rows. It kills all it touches. But 
it doesn’t sterilize the soil. 
Grass will recover. 

Pentha-chlorophenol is used 
like dinitro (contact) with similar 
results. 

Sodium chlorate also is a gen- 
eral weed killer. It is excellent 
for small spot treatment of deep 
rooted noxious weeds like Can- 
ada thistle. However, it kills all 
that it touches. And it sterilizes 
the soil for about one year. 

Atlacide is used much the 
same as sodium chlorate, with 
similar results. 

Ammate is used on stumps to 
prevent resprouting. It also can 
be used to kill weeds in sidewalk 
cracks and flagstone walks. It’s 
an excellent killer of many 
weeds, especially poison ivy, 
leafy spurge and wild hops. 

CMU is used primarily for soil 
sterilization. It'll prevent growth 
of all plants for one season. Ap- 
plication is made directly to the 
soil, rather than to the weeds. 

Borax compounds are used as 
spot treatments for small areas 
of noxious weeds. These com- 
pounds will sterilize the soil to 
varying degrees. 

Creosote was one of the 
earliest “chemical mowers.” It 
kills everything it touches. And 
it partially sterilizes the soil. 

Potassium cyanate is a crab- 
grass killer for use on lawns, etc. 
Bluegrass is browned by treat- 
ment, but will recover when wa- 
tered or when it rains. 

PMA is another crabgrass 
killer. It gives best results if 
used before crabgrass seedlings 
appear.

How To Be A 


Witness 


Would you make a good wit- 
ness in a lawsuit? 

The day may come when your 
testimony may be absolutely 
necessary for a just verdict in 
some case. 

Trials can be decided justly 
only when all the truth is 
brought out. And the judge and 
jury learns of the truth from 
witnesses such as you or I could 
be in a given situation. As wit- 
nesses we would be sworn under 
oath “to tell the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the 
truth” as to what we have seen 
or heard. 


One good reason to testify 
is because some day the shoe 
may be on the other foot. 
You may find the fate of 
your own case balanced on 
the willingness of someone 
to come forward and tell 
what he knows. 


This business of testifying as 
a witness is rather involved. 
Here are a few samples: 

There are certain “rules of 
evidence.” For instance, there 
is the hearsay rule which pre- 
vents a witness from relating a 
choice piece of gossip he has 
heard from others. 

Then there is the method of 
examining witnesses so that both 
sides of a lawsuit have an equal 
opportunity in interrogating 
them. That is called “direct ex- 
amination” and “cross examina- 
tion.” 

Probably the best way to get 
ready is to discuss your testi- 
mony in advance with the law- 
yer calling you in the case. He 
will explain courtroom pro- 
cedure and proper courtroom 
behavior. 

Here are a few good rules to 
follow: Never lose your temper. 
Be attentive. Think before you 
speak. Speak slowly. If you 
don’t understand a question, ask 
that it be explained. Answer all 
questions directly. Stick to the 
facts. Be helpful, not funny. Be 
fair.

7‘AST, smooth starts. Quick, 
safe stops. These are as im- 
portant in your tractor as in 
your car. They bring extra com- 
fort and convenience. And just 
as important, lower operating 
and maintenance costs for both 
tractor and implements. 

First, let’s consider “starts” — 
that is, clutches. There are two 
general types: (1) hand operated 
and (2) foot operated. 


Foot clutches 


Never use the clutch pedal as 
a foot rest. This habit can be 
expensive. It leads to early re- 
placement of clutch facings. 

The clutch pedal should have 
some free play at the top of the 
stroke. An inch is usually about 
right, but it varies with the 
make of tractor. 

By pressing on the pedal with 
your hand, you can feel a slight 
resistance as the clutch starts 
to engage. If free play is not 
present, the clutch may not fully 
engage. Then it may slip under 
heavy load. 

The clutch should fully disen- 
gage at the bottom of the pedal 
stroke. Otherwise, you may 
have trouble shifting gears. 

Your owner’s manual—or 
your dealer—will tell you how 
to make these adjustments. 

On some tractors, clutch 
throw-out bearings should be 
greased regularly. But do not 
use more grease than recom- 
mended. Any excess may get on 
clutch facings. 


Hand clutches 


A hand clutch must snap “over 
center” with a definite amount 
of push required. No springs 
hold this type of clutch in en- 
gagement. That's done by the 
“over center” action of the link- 
age. Otherwise, it will disen- 
gage easily under load. 

With a hand clutch it is pos- 
sible to leave the transmission 
in gear while the engine is run- 
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ning. But don’t do this for an 
extended length of time. It can 
damage transmission parts. 

When hitching to an imple 
ment, do not operate the hand 
clutch from the ground. Risk of 
accident is too great. 


Brakes 

Now what about quick, safe 
stops? 

Brake pedals, like foot 
clutches, should have some free 
play at the top of the stroke. 
Otherwise, they may drag. This 
wears the linings and increases 
fuel consumption. 

In general brakes are adjusted 
either in the rear wheels or in 
the linkage between the pedals 
and the brake drums. Your op 
erator’s manual gives the right 
method for your tractor. 

Parking brakes are provided 
by some sort of latch to hold 
foot brakes in the “on” position. 
If properly adjusted, you won’t 
be able to start off with one or 
both brakes set. However, it is 
possible to do this when brakes 
don’t hold well enough. This 
wears out linings fast. 

Many tractors provide a means 
of locking the pedals for each 
wheel together for use on the 
highway. Such brakes must be 
adjusted to take hold at the 
same time on each wheel. You 
can check this by pushing both 
pedals at the same time when 
they are not latched together. 
They should stay even as you 
apply increased force to the 
pedals. 

Here’s another way to make a 
final check of this adjustment: 
Jack up both rear wheels. Put 
the tractor in gear and engage 
the clutch with the engine at a 
slow idle speed. With the brake 
pedals latched together, apply 
pressure. If one wheel stops 
first, loosen its brake setting 
slightly until both stop at exact- 
ly the same time.

“You just don’t 
get the firmness and quality in 
pork from a four and one-half or 
fivemonths-old hog that you 
get in a hog that grew more 
slowly.” 


Maybe he’s right. But he ad- 
mits that. he doesn’t hold his 
hogs back. In fact, he usually 
sells at around five months of 
age. Under the present mar- 
keting system, that’s the way to 
greatest hog profits, he explains. 


Perhaps, rather than hold hogs 
back to get good pork quality, 
we should develop hogs that’ll 
produce the right kind of carcass 
at five months of age. Is that 
possible?

T’S THAT last minute measuring and 

mixing that keeps some families from 
having hot breads for breakfast.

BREAKFAST COFFEE CAKE 
¥% cup soft shortening 
% cup sugar 
1 egg 
% teaspoon vanilla 
1% cups sifted flour 
3 teaspoons double acting baking 
powder 
% teaspoon salt 
34 cup milk 


Beat shortening, sugar, egg and vanilla 
until light and fluffy. 

Sift flour, baking powder and salt to- 
gether. Add to the first mixture and beat 
until smooth. 

Pour into a well greased nine-inch 
square pan, cover and refrigerate. 

Mix this topping: 


% cup sugar 

1 tablespoon flour 

% teaspoon cinnamon 

1 tablespoon soft butter 


Mix thoroly with a fork, cover and let 
stand until needed. Sprinkle over coffee 
cake batter and bake about 30 minutes 
at 400 degrees.

If you use oven-glass, better bake at 
375 degrees. 

For a small family, refrigerate the bat- 
ter in a bowl. Drop batter into well 
greased muffin pans, sprinkle with top- 
ping and bake about 15 minutes at 400 de- 
grees.

BLUEBERRY MUFFINS 


cups sifted flour 

cup sugar 

teaspoons double acting baking 
powder 

teaspoon salt 

egg, well beaten 

cup melted shortening

berries 


Sift flour, sugar, baking powder and salt 
together. Add the milk and melted short- 
ening to the beaten egg. 

Pour the liquids over the dry ingredi- 
ents and stir until partially mixed. Add 
well-drained blueberries and blend just 
till flour is moistened. 

The batter will be lumpy and some of 
the flour may still show but don’t try to 
beat it smooth if you want fine textured 
muffins. 

Store batter in refrigerator until 
needed. Spoon into well greased muffin 
pans and bake about 15 minutes at 425 
degrees.

Fun for family ... 


Watch ing 
birds 


BIRD-BATH in the yard, 
where it can be watched 
from the kitchen window, is an 
ever varying source of pleasure. 
It can be simple and inexpen- 
sive. Ours is merely a small 
washpan, set on a flat board, 
nailed to a post, and weighed 
with sizable rocks to keep it 
from blowing away when empty. 
It has a constant stream of 
visitors from dawn till dark. 
Sparrows are, of course, the most 
frequent visitors, because they 
are most numerous. 

But in the spring, and early 
summer they did not come to 
the pan to bathe. Two sips and 
they are gone. They light with 
perfect timing on the edge of 
the pan. Possible summer show- 
ers or roadside pools give them 
all the bathing they want. 


Robins, catbirds, and 
cardinals come to drink and 
bathe. They love to splash 
in the water, with wings and 
tails expanded, then sit on 
the edge of the pan to flut- 
ter their feathers and preen. 
Robins are the most con- 
stant bathers. 


One morning a robin was seen 
to take four baths. He took the 
first one, then sat on the edge 
of the pan to shake the drops 
out. After sitting there a while 
he decided to take another dip. 

This was followed by another 
“flutter” period. Then, after 
contemplating the world for a 
while he went in for another 
“swim.” Four times he repeated 
this performance. Then satis- 
fied, apparently, that he had 
extracted the last drop of satis- 
faction from this morning’s 
bathing he flew away. 

Catbirds like to bathe early in 
the morning. Their graceful 
gray bodies make a beautiful pic- 
ture in the early morning sun- 
light. Occasionally a shy thrush 
comes to enjoy the fun. While 
these birds are bathing, the spar- 
rows come and go. They don’t 
mind getting sprinkled a bit, 
while the other birds bathe.

No money in sow 


increases 


Hog supplies likely to be large 


in first months of next year 


|* YOU'RE a hog raiser who 

shifts sow numbers according 
to hog price prospects, it’s time 
to be looking ahead. Sow breed- 
ing time for September pigs be- 
gins May 10. 

Let’s consider the movements 
of the hog production cycle. And 
estimate market hog totals next 
year with probable effect on 
prices. 


According to the usual 
turn of the hog production 
cycle pig numbers should 
decrease again this fall and 
there should be a year of 
hog profits ahead. 


But there’s evidence the hog 
production cycle is not acting 
normally. The period of de- 
creased production is shorten- 
ing up. 

It may be time right now for 
the in-and-outer to get out of 
hog production. And time for 
the one who shifts sows to be 
selling extra sows. Here is the 
supporting evidence: 

The March survey of Corn Belt 
hog raisers indicated the pig pro- 
duction trend has turned up all 
along the line. Farmers indi- 
cated increases over December 
intentions. 

On this next fall pig crop, 
farmers said they would increase 
sows for early pigs by three per- 
cent over a year before. 

And it’s reasonable to expect 
that sows to be bred in the 
months just ahead for Septem- 
ber and October farrowing will 
go up too. The same conditions 
prevail. The corn-hog price ratio 
is mildly favorable. 

Now if this is right, what does 
it mean? What would an in- 
crease of three percent in total 
fall sows mean as to hog sup- 
plies and prices early next year? 

Last year’s 36.5 million head 
would be increased to 37.6 mil- 
lion head. That would be the 
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fourth largest fall pig crop since 
World War II. 

With only a three percent in- 
crease in the fall pig crop the 
total would be less than a half 
million under the 1955 fall pig 
crop which sold for $11 to $13. 

It’s worth noting that the 1953 
fall pig crop that brought 
around $25 in early 1954 was 
under 30 million head. At a 
three percent increase, our pros- 
pective crop is over seven mil- 
lion above that total, or about 
one-fourth more. 

So even with a 1.7 percent an- 
nual increase in population, and 
with only a three percent in- 
crease in the fall pig crop, hogs 
are quite certain to be cheaper 
than corn in the early months 
of next year. 


But could feed prices go 
down enough to make it 
profitable to turn grain into 
live hogs even at the prices 
consumers will pay for 37 
million fall pigs? 


That is very unlikely, altho 
feed prices may be lower. It must 
be remembered that there will 
be some use of soil bank and 
compliance with acreage allot- 
ments. Even if production isn’t 
reduced much, there’ll still be 


_ grain held off the markets thru 


loans: 

When both hog supplies and 
feed prices are considered, these 
conclusions appear sound: 

The individual hog raiser will 
not likely make money by in- 
creasing fall sows. Those who 
are not raising hogs will not 
make money by getting in now. 

In the 50-year history of the 
hog production cycle farmers 
have usually been just one year 
late in making production 
changes to take advantage of the 
cycle. To increase sows now will 
be to repeat that error.

What are vour responsibilities if 
your car is involved in an accident? 


|* YOU happened to have an 

auto wreck or smash-up, 
would you wonder what you are 
supposed to do? 

Iowa law specifies some of the 
things you must do if you are in 
an auto accident in the state. 

Al Hudson, director of the 
Safety Responsibility Division, 
Iowa Department of Public 
Safety, gives the following list 
of things to do if you are in an 
auto accident: 

1. You must stop as soon as 
possible and return to the scene 
of the accident immediately. In 
stopping and leaving your car, 
you must avoid obstructing mov- 
ing traffic as much as possible. 


2. At the scene of the 
accident, you should give 
your name, address and 
registration number to the 
other driver. You must also 
show the other driver your 
driver’s license if he re- 
quests to see it. 


3. You are required to notify 
the nearest peace officer as soon 
as possible. 

4. You are required to render 
all reasonable aid and assistance 
at scene, including carrying the 
injured to a doctor or hospital 
if there is an apparent need and 
an ambulance is not available. 

In general, the obligation for 
assistance is on the driver of the 
vehicle which struck the other. 

5. If your car strikes an unat- 
tended vehicle, you are required 
to find the owner if possible. If 
you can’t find the owner, you 
must leave a note with your 
name, address, registration num- 
ber and a brief explanation of 
how the accident happened. 

6. If you strike or damage 
property along highway, you 
must try to find the owner or 
leave a note as above. 

7. If a death or injury occurs 
in the accident, you are required 
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to notify the sheriff, patrolman 
or other peace officer by the 
quickest possible means. 

8. If death, injury or property 
damage totalling more than $50 
occurs, you must file, within 24 
hours, a written accident report 
with the Iowa Department of 
Public Safety. If the accident 
occurs in a town of more than 
15,000 population, an accident 
report is filed with local poiice 
department. Report forms are 
available from law enforcement 
officers, at police headquarters 
and from many insurance 
agents. 


9. If a driver is unable 
to make the report after the 
accident, another person 
who was in the vehicle at 
the time of the accident may 
make the report. 


10. You must comply with the 
requirements of the Iowa safety 
responsibility law even tho it 
may appear you were not at fault 
in the accident. Failure to file 
such proof with the department 
of public safety may result in 
suspension of driving privileges 
of the owner. 

To meet the requirements of 
the safety responsibility act you 
must: 

1. File with the Department 
of Safety a certificate of insur- 
ance, certified by insurance com- 
pany, indicating that liability 
and property damage insurance 
was in force in your behalf at 
time of the accident; 

2. Deposit bank draft, money 
order, certified check, or surety 
bond in the amount stated in the 
notice of suspension issued by 
the safety department. This is 
to cover any judgment arising 
out of the accident. Your money, 
etc., will be returned, upon ap- 
plication, after a year if no legal

action against you has been 
filed; 

3. File with the Safety De- 
partment satisfactory evidence 
of releases from liability with 
respect to all claims for injuries 
or damages resulting from the 
accident; 

4. File a certified copy of a 
final judgment of non-liability 
with the Safety Department; 

5. Execute a confession of 
judgment, stating when payable 
and by such installments as the 
parties have agreed to with re- 
spect to injuries or damages re- 
sulting from the accident; 

6. Execute a duly acknowl- 
edged written agreement with 
all claimants providing for pay- 
ment for an agreed amount to 
all claims resulting from the 
accident; 

7. After one year from the 
date of the accident, submit evi- 
dence satisfactory to the Safety 
Department that no court action 
has been filed against you for 
damages arising out of the acci- 
dent. 





What Heat Means 
To Corn 


When soil temperature 
rises, corn comes up faster, 
grows more rapidly and 
moves more speedily toward 
maturity. 


In recent research studies at 
Iowa State College, it was found 
that the corn growth rate in- 
creased in proportion to in- 
creases in soil temperature until 
the ideal point of 75 degrees 
Fahrenheit was reached. 

This finding has a bearing on 
the mulch tillage practice, under 
which crop trash is worked into 
the soil at the surface. The 
mulch has a tendency to hold 
down soil temperature and thus 
to slow the growth and develop- 
ment of corn under some weath- 
er circumstances.

Few things are more dan- 
gerous than letting a child 
put gasoline into a tractor 
with engine running. Nor- 
val J. Wardle, lowa State 
College safety specialist, 
tells what happened to a 
father who took this chance. 


T= tractor came chugging 

into the yard from the field 
to make a quick fuel fill-up. 
Ronnie, the husky eight-year-old 
ran out to meet his father. 

The tractor stopped by the 
bright red fuel tank, setting 
there away from all the build- 
ings. 

Soon the gas hose was in the 
tractor tank and the gas began 
to pour in. It wouldn’t take long, 
the father said, so the engine 
was left running. 

A car drove into the yard. A 
man got out of it and walked 
over to the tractor. He said 
something, but the farmer didn’t 
hear. 


“Ronnie, come up here,” 
his Dad said. “Hold this 
hose a minute. See that it 
doesn’t run over.” Ronnie, 
in ecstacy because he was 
going to do something with 
the tractor, quickly climbed 
up to hold the hose. 


The farmer and his visitor 
moved off a few steps. It 
seemed only a few brief mo- 
ments. Then there was a shriek 
from the boy. 

There was a flash. Altho the 
heat was excruciating, the 
farmer ran to the tractor and 
grabbed his flaming son in his 
big coat. 

It was only a few moments. 
Then all was quiet. There stood 
the blackened hull of the trac- 
tor, with the tank toppled over 
by it. 

Ronnie lived, but he'll carry 
the scars to his death.

7. Keep tractors, automobiles 
and other gasoline engines in 
separate buildings. Never keep 
them in barns.

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KENYA (East Africa)—A rare 
type of foot-and-mouth disease, 
not responsive to vaccination 
control, has broken out in Kenya 
livestock. 





CANADA—Because of favor- 
able hog prices, it is officially 
estimated that farrowing in Can- 
ada for the six-month period 
ending June 1 will be eight per- 
cent higher than a year earlier. 





ECUADOR—The national gov- 
ernment recentiy increased im- 
port duties on dried, evaporated 
and canned milk, in a move to 
encourage home production. 
About 80 percent of dairy pro- 
duct imports during the past 
seven years has come from the 
United States. 





CANADA—After a lapse of 
four years, the Ministry of Agri- 
culture has put into effect a 
price support on first-grade non- 
fat dry milk. The rates are 14 
cents per pound for roller 
process and 17 cents per pound 
for spray process. 


BELGIUM — The Belgium 
Ministry of Agriculture is sub- 
sidizing egg exports to the extent 
of 12 cents (U.S.) per dozen. 
Trade competition at present is 
sharp because the European 
market is over-supplied. 








JAPAN—A five-percent im- 
port duty on soybean meal was 
put into effect April 1. This ac- 
tion is of interest to U. S. farm- 
ers since the bulk of Japanese 
imports of this commodity in 
recent years has originated in 
the United States. 


FINLAND — Increased milk 
production here has resulted in 
butter and cheese production in 
excess of domestic demand. Con- 
sequently, the Finnish govern- 
ment has lowered both the retail 
price and the guaranteed export 
prices for butter and cheese. It 
also is limiting the sales of feed 
concentrates to milk producers, 
especially of imported oilseed 
feeds. 





DENMARK—The Soviet gov- 
ernment recently bought more 
than eight million pounds of 
beef from Denmark. Altho the 
price received was not consid- 
ered good, the transaction was 
regarded in Danish circles as an 
important step toward trade di- 
versification. East Germany was 
believed to be the final destina- 
tion for this meat

Subsoil moisture 
supply improves 


Crop prospects are good over most of Iowa. 
Northwest and some other spots remain dry 


OST SOILS over the state 
contain more moisture than 

a year ago. Generally, that spells 
brighter crop prospects for 1957. 

However, one big danger spot 
stands out. Northwest and a 
small part of central Iowa are 
still in the grip of drouth. These 
areas were slighted by both fall 
and spring rains. 

Elsewhere, farmers are going 
into the season with a reasonable 
amount of moisture stored in the 
soil reservoir. And that’s a long 
way toward corn in the crib—at 
least when compared to recent 
years. 

The map above was based on 
early April subsoil moisture 
samples reported by Iowa State 
College. Of course, boundaries 
are not precise. And local spots 
may be much wetter or drier 
than indicated for the area. 


Figures on the map show 
amounts of plant-available 
moisture in the top five feet 
of soil. Roots of corn, sor- 
ghum and alfalfa often go 
that deep. 


A silt loam soil can hold about 
two inches of plant-available 
moisture in each foot of soil 
profile. So when the soil reser- 
voir is full, effective moisture 
can range up to 10 inches. Of 
course, a sandy soil will hold 
much less—perhaps a third that 
amount. 


the two and three week dry 
spells so common in late July 
and August. 

Moisture stored in the three, 
four- and five-foot levels can be 
critical. Crop season rainfall 
alone can make a good crop—as 
in southwest Iowa in 1956. But 
above average amounts and 
favorable distribution are neces- 
sary. The odds are weighted 
heavily against this. 


Now, let’s go back to the 
map and consider each area 
separately. 

First, the danger spot. It’s in- 
dicated on the map as having 
from one to five inches of plant 
available moisture. Mostly, this 
is less than 50 percent of normal. 
Big share of the moisture is in 
the top two feet of the soil pro- 
file. Below that, soil was about 
dry in most samples. 

Northwest Iowa is normally a 
little short on crop season rain- 
fall. So that area carries the 
highest crop risk this year. All 
thru the dry area, it seems wise 
to adjust crop plans to no more 
than average yields. Planting 
rate can be held down. Putting 
row crops in with listers or fur- 
row openers may help save valu- 
able moisture.

For average yields of corn, 
sorghum or hay, you need to 
figure on about 20 inches of ef- 
fective moisture. So silt loam 
soils can hold in storage about 
half that total. This moisture— 
often all stored ahead of plant- 
ing time—helps pull a crop thru 


This is about 50 percent to 

normal. 

Wet and dry spots are scat- 
tered thru the area. Particularly 
in the northern half, sod land is 
likely to contain less moisture

than corn land. That’s because 
most of the moisture came in the 
fall. Corn stopped using mois- 
ture in late September but 
meadows continued to deplete 
the supply. Spring rains were 
light and of little importance to 
total moisture content. 


In this medium moisture 
area, it seems wise to make 
a field-by-field check of 
moisture before setting 
yield goals. 


Yields on the drier fields will 
be determined by growing sea- 
son rainfall. So you may want 
to hold down planting rate there. 
Where moisture is near normal, 
higher planting rates and heavy 
fertilizer application should pay. 

In southwest Iowa—also in- 
cluded in the medium moisture 
area—spring rains were ideal. 
Soils that were essentially dry 
during the winter held close te 
normal moisture when samples 
were taken. Rains since that 
time have improved the situa- 
tion still more. 

Dry spots may still exist. But 
in general, crop prospects are 
good. Full planting rate and 
heavy fertilizer application carry 
no more than normal risk. 

The southeast section— 
marked on the map with eight 
inches to normal moisture—has 
essentially normal moisture sup- 
ply. Local dry areas in south- 
west Tama, northwest Powe- 
shiek, and the corners of Musca- 
tine, Cedar and Tama counties 
are exceptions. 


Otherwise, crop prospects 
thru the southeast are good. 
Bumper crops appear pos- 
sible at this time. So plant- 
ing rate can be adjusted to 
whatever fertility level you 
establish. 


To put the statewide situation 
in a nutshell, crop prospects are 
good—with the exception of 
northwest and a small part of 
central Iowa and local dry spots. 
Where plant available moisture 
supply is near normal, you can 
“shoot the works” on planting 
rate and fertilizer use with no 
more than normal risk.

Hint lower farm 
crop props 


Benson fears new surplus pile-up 
unless pricing formula is changed 


ASHINGTON, D. C.—Peo- 

ple in the “know” around 
here claim it’s all set: The Eisen- 
hower administration under the 
guidance of Secretary Benson is 
about to ask Congress for lower 
farm price supports . . . or no 
supports at all. 

There is some reason to be- 
lieve this is their line of think- 
ing. On April 19, Benson set the 
1958 wheat support price at 
$1.78 per bushel, which was as 
low as he could go under present 
law. Wheat belt congreSsmen of 
both parties were shocked and 
angered. 


This new wheat rate is 22 
eents under the one in ef- 
fect this year, and is the low- 
est since 1946 when it was 
$1.49. It also represents the 
lowest proportion of parity 
since 1940. 


On April 17, President Eisen- 
hower made a pitch for a fur- 
ther price support relaxation 
by saying: 

“We have laws for the disposal 
of surpluses under a subsidized 
arrangement for which the tax- 
payers pay. Then when we get 
rid of those surpluses to a cer- 
tain degree, the arbitrary provi- 
sions of the law operate, the 
price supports go up, and you 
get more surpluses.” 

This statement was pure Ben- 
son and showed that the chief 
executive had been “sold” on the 


idea that the Secretary of Agri- 
culture should have discretion to 
raise or lower supports as he 
sees fit. 

The big difficulty, of course, 
is that Benson now has a night- 
marish dread of having to take 
over still more farm commodities 
in case his limping soil bank 
fails. Yet he cannot bring him- 
self to embrace such alterna- 
tives to price supports as the 
direct supplement payment 
scheme. Such a scheme, now 
under serious consideration in 
the cotton belt, would keep sup- 
plies out of government hands, 
yet would not let the farmers 
down income-wise. 


Whatever is on the Ad- 
ministration’s mind should 
soon be known. Benson has 
said he will report to Con- 
gress during May. Mean- 
time, North Carolina’s Rep. 
Harold Cooley, chairman of 
the House agriculture com- 
mittee, is laying plans for 
farm bill hearings as soon as 
Benson reports. 


There is still very little hope 
around the Capitol, however, 
that a really satisfactory new 
farm program will be enacted 
this session. There is little evi- 
dence of any repairing of the rift 
among either congressmen or 
farm organizations. On the con- 
trary, a new sectional dispute 
may be.in the making.

Wisconsin’s Rep. Lester John- 
son has introduced a bill calling 
for uniform sanitation standards 
for milk and milk products mov- 
ing in interstate commerce. This 
bill would make it easier for 
midwestern dairymen to sell 
whole milk in the big eastern 
markets. Consequently, it is cer- 
tain to run into opposition in 
Congress from eastern dairy in- 
terests who contend they are 
having a hard time making a liv- 
ing now, what with “high-priced” 
feed from the midwest. 

After eight months of study, 
the Commission on Increased In- 
dustrial Uses of Agricultural 
Products has now reported to 
Congress. Noting that farm 
crops have lost out to synthetic 
materials as a result of technical 
advances, the commission ad- 
vises an aggressive and much 
enlarged research program for 
agriculture, too. 

The commission recommends 
setting aside 15 percent of cus- 
toms receipts or about $100 mil- 
lion each year for such a pro- 
gram. It believes broader uses 
can be found for farm crops in 
making paper, adhesives, insecti- 
cides, industrial oils, improved 
textiles and so on. 

As possible new crops to be 
studied, the commission sug- 
gests bamboo for building mate- 
rials, safflower for industrial 


oils, sesame for féod, feed and’ 


vegetables oils and numerous 
others. 


With regard to using 
grain to produce alcohol for 
motor fuel, the commission 
reported that the cost at 
present would be excessive, 
perhaps raising motoring 
expenses by $1 billion per 
year. 


With admirable realism, the 
commission recognized that in- 
dustrial demand, while it could 
help, was not likely by itself to 
solve the farm problem in the 
foreseeable future.

Consumers want 


LEAN meat 


What sort of meat do your customers 


want? Research surveys supply the 


answer. From there, it’s up to you 


EIGHT-CONSCIOUS consumers are 

going for lean meat in a big way. 
The move probably stems from taste pre- 
ference as well as calorie counting. 

Total meat consumption has moved up 
right along with disposable income. 
We're sure stomachs didn’t expand. So 
the extra meat probably came largely 
at the expense of starchy foods. Bacon 
and eggs for breakfast instead of cereal. 
Steak for supper in place of macaroni. 

Research evidence makes the apparent 
trend to lean meat official. 

For example, lean pork chops got the 
nod over fat ones in an Illinois study. 
Lean and fat chops were packaged alike 
and displayed side by side. 

When price was the same, lean chops 
outsold others by 10 to one. Only when 
the price differential reached 18 cents a 
pound did lean and fat sell in equal num- 
bers. Adequate proof of preference for 
lean pork. 

Lean beef seems to strike the consum- 
er’s fancy, too. D. E. Brady at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri gave consumers a 
choice of various grades of rib roast at 
a uniform price. Here’s what they took:

Figures in favor of lower grade steaks 
were even more striking. Outside fat 
trim was uniform. Surveys in Texas, Ohio 
and other states give similar results. 

Why the heavy preference for lower 
grades? The Missouri study provides an 
answer. Less fat in proportion to lean, 
consumers told Brady. 

But wouldn’t consumers shift to higher 
grades under such a setup? Not accord- 
ing to Missouri results. There was some 
shifting—but it went both up and down 
among the grades. And the number choos- 
ing the lower grades stayed about the 
same. 


Choice of lower grades seemed not 
to decrease satisfaction with eating 
qualities. An apparent tendency to 
over-cook ironed out much of the 
quality differences. 


Few consumers had much knowledge of 
grades or quality. Main problem with 
lower grades was toughness. Complaints 
on top grades centered around excess fat. 
Mainly, consumers seem determined to 
avoid fat meat. 

Such results come with little surprise 
to wide awake livestock men. But they do 
bring out points worth serious considera- 
tion. 

First, let’s look at pork. The recent 
move by packers to trim more fat from 
loins fits right in with consumer prefer- 
ence. Perhaps more of the same could 
be done with other cuts. And complaints 
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of too much fat in sausage are numerous. 

The trend to meat type hogs should 
be well received, too. An Iowa State Col 
lege study showed No. 1 (meaty) hogs 
carried larger loin cross sections and a 
higher percentage of lean cuts than No. 3 
(lardy) hogs. Chops from large loins out- 
sold the small ones in every test. 

Full steam ahead toward meat type is 
the right direction. 

Beef presents more of a problem. The 
consumer wants lean cuts. And he wants 
them tender. A really good tenderizer 
might help lower grade steaks. But many 
consumers aren’t happy with tenderizers 
they’ve tried. 

Beef breeders, noting the success with 
hogs, are looking for ways to choose meat 
type beef animals. Recent U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture tests show that 
tenderness is partly inherited. But so far, 
these traits are hard to spot in live ani- 
mals. 

L. E. Kunkle of Ohio State University 
offers another suggestion. He guesses 
the beef animal of the future will be 
marketed at 950 pounds or less. That 
fits with the trend to smaller cuts. 

Promotion-minded livestock men have 
a wide open opportunity. There’s little 
point in spending pork money to steal 
part of the beef market. Especially when 
consumer studies point out weak spots 
where cooperation is a better answer. 
Consumer information about cuts and 
quality of meat is limited. 


Promotional information on use of 
lesser known cuts could help demand. 
Ceeking instructions for these cuts 
could be included in the package. 
Consumers indicated they'd like this. 


With beef particularly, more publicity 
is needed on grades and quality. Over- 
cooking—common according to several 
studies—hides quality differences. So do 
high temperatures on beef roasts. 

Pork is often served too dry for best 
eating. For proof, just check the nation’s 
restaurants and dinner tables.

LAMBS getting pelleted alfalfa 

ate more and grew faster than 
lambs on chopped alfalfa, ac- 
cording to California tests. Feed 
efficiency was greater, too. And 
lambs graded higher. But cost 
of pelleting ranges up to $10 per 
ton. So pelleting isn’t likely to 
pay off with light weight or 
lower grade lambs. 





SURE, bigger cows eat more. 

But they produce more, too. 
For each 100 pounds increase in 
body weight, Jersey cows pro- 
duced 490 pounds more milk. 
That’s according to averages 
from New York dairy herd im- 
provement records. With Hol- 
steins, each additional 100 
pounds of body weight ac- 
counted for 970 pounds increase 
in milk production. 





GOOD SEED STORAGE may be 
more important than many 
people realize. After prolonged 
unfavorable storage, bush bean 
seed produced weakened plants 
that grew slowly. Total pod 
weight was cut 27 to 30 percent. 
Unfavorable storage conditions 
like high humidity and warm 
temperatures can cause low 
germination, abnormal develop- 
ment, or even death of seeds. 





CORN BELT farmers haven’t all 

the troubles. As of March 1, 
Soil Conservation Service spe- 
cialists estimate that almost four 
million acres of land in the Great 
Plains had been damaged by 
wind erosion. 





LAYERS KEPT in cages and on 


the floor in the same house in- 
creased the housing capacity by 
about 38 percent, in Georgia ex- 
periments. The laying house had 
space for about 500 birds on the 
floor. Two double rows of cages 
were hung in the middle of the 
house. There were 144 cages 
making a total of about 644 lay- 
ers in a 500 capacity house. 
This would result in consider- 
able saving to poultrymen who 
use this method.

Iowa Legislature 





1957 session 


nears end 


OWA’S hold-the-line legisla- 

ture last week strove mightily 
to carry out its original decision: 
Prevent tax increases and fit ap- 
propriations to present revenue 
levels. 

Its objective was to hold ap- 
propriations from the general 
fund to about $150 million per 
year, thus not exceeding 1955 
appropriations by more than $14 
million. 

However, final action was de- 
layed by differences between the 
house and senate over rates for 
the sales tax, the income tax and 
the corporation tax. 

Meantime, the customary 100- 
day period expired, but the as- 
sembly continued work without 
stopping the clocks or setting an 
hour for final adjournment. For 
one thing, the house had not 
taken up the senate tax measure 
until the 100-day had passed. 
Leaving the session open with- 
out stopping clocks foreclosed 
on any question later being 
raised as to the legality of pas- 
sage of any tax bill. 


One source of worry for 
the legislators was the oft- 
repeated statement by Gov. 
Herschel Loveless that he 
would veto any measure 
which prevented the sales 
tax from reverting to the 
two percent rate on June 30. 


On April 18, the house passed 
a so-called compromise plan un- 
der which the present two and 
one-half cent rate would be ex- 
tended for six months until next 
January 1, then would fall back 
to two percent. The compromise 
plan also provided for a con- 
tinuation of the present income 
and corporation tax rates. To 
maintain revenue needs, how- 
ever, it also provided for a trans- 
fer of more than $6 million a 
year in sales tax road money to 
the state general fund. 





As this was written the 
Senate had just rejected the 
House tax compromise. 





Previously the house had re- 
jected a proposal to extend sales 
taxes to services. 

The house also killed a sug- 
gestion that the sales tax rate be 
raised to 3 percent and the state 
income tax be entirely elimi- 
nated. It also rejected an 
amendment which would have 
boosted state personal income 
taxes on net incomes of $5,000 
or more. 

In another action, the house 
reapproved over the governor's 
veto the bills to exempt farm 
gasoline and farm chemicals 
from the state sales tax. At 
press time, the senate had not 
yet dealt with this question of 
overriding the veto. 

In the matter of state aid to 
local schools, the funds voted by 
both houses were almost exactly

the same as in 1955. Annual dis- 
trict school aid was only in- 
creased from $22,431,500 in 1955 
up to $22,756,500. The small in- 
crease is intended Yor the spe- 
cial education of handicapped 
children. 

General school aid was left at 
$14,335,000 per year; supple- 
mental aid at $4,000,000; and 
pupil transportation aid at $3,- 
000,000. 


In connection with the 
school problem, it seemed 
doubtful if there would be 
authorized any increase in 
the standing appropriation 
of $10,500,000 a year for 
agricultural land tax credits. 
In passing the aforemen- 
tioned compromise tax bill, 
the House rejected a move 
te raise these credits to 
$15,100,000. 


The fund was short $2,000,000 
of paying claims in full last year. 
It is expected to be short by $4,- 
500,000 this year. 

Most of the school financing 
plans outlined by the legislative 
tax study committee were 
junked. The legislature failed to 
agree early enough on revision 
bills so that monies could be 
set up for a new standard school 
arrangement. 

The key committee bill to re- 
quire all areas of the state to be 
in ‘high school districts by July 
1, 1962, was still awaiting action 
at press time. 


One school reorganization 
bill did pass. This is the one 
requiring a single dissenting 
district among four or more 
to go along with the others 
if the proposal carries both 
by districts and by an af- 
firmative over-all majority. 


A bill developed by the water 
rights study committee was ap- 
proved by both houses after 
amendment and sent to the gov- 
ernor. Among other things, it 
provides that a farmer owns the 
water which he had the foresight 
to store in a pond on his own 
property. Downstream owners 
are forbidden to tap such a 
stored supply if it is needed by 
its proprietor for his livestock 
and other uses. 

As for highway speed outside 
cities and towns, only a night 
limit of 60 miles was enacted.

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Corn planting will get under way in the next week. Pros- 
pects are now that national corn acreage 
will be lowest in 70 years. Iowa corn acreage will be lowest 
since 1950. But good weather could make feed production 
fully average. Barley and grain sorghum acreages are up. 


What’s Ahead... 


IT APPEARS CERTAIN that grain supplies will continue 
to accumulate under the present farm program and just rea- 
sonably good crop weather. Look at the 
April 1 report of grain in all positions: 

Corn in all storage positions April 1 
was 12 percent above the previous high. 
Total was 2,586,791,000 bushels. In- 
crease over a year before was 278 mil- 
lion bushels. 

Oats supplies were down 178 million 
bushels. Barley totals were down five 
million. After allowing for declines in 
these two grains, the feed increase over 
one year ago was about 185 million bushels of corn equiva- 
lent. Grain sorghum may have added to the increase, but 
no comparative figures are available. 








Homer Hush 


Remember this feed increase came while production 
of livestock and livestock products was big enough to 
make comparatively low prices for farmers. So you can’t 
expect livestock expansion alone to selve the surplus 
feed problem. 


MARKET SUPPLIES of fat cattle will increase sharply 
in June according to farmers marketing intentions as of 
April 1. They expect to sell 26 percent more cattle next June 
than they sold in that month last year. But May sales will be 
down 13 percent from a year before. See page 19 for more 
on the April 1 cattle feeding report. 


If farmers carry out these marketing intentions it will 
pay to top fat cattle herds this month or the first of June. 
Sell cattle that have reached grade. 


HOG PRICES should be strong this month according to 
Iowa farmers marketing intentions. They say they'll sell 
1,180,000 head, 12 percent under total sold in May last year. 
Last year’s price range in May for light hogs on interior 
markets was from about $15 at the beginning to $17 at the 
end of the month. Price gain could be less this year, however, 
since we’re starting above last year’s top. 


IT APPEARS now that cutback in chicks for flock re- 
placement will be 15 percent or more. This is based on hatch 
for March, eggs in incubators April 1, and an estimate on 
the May hatch. About two-thirds of the chicks are placed in 
these months. 


MAY 31 IS the deadline for loans and purchase agree- 
ments on 1956 corn. If you want the loan, better apply about 
10 days ahead of May 31. Purchase agreements can be fixed 
up quickly. 


SOYBEAN STOCKS on farms April 1 were 116 million 
bushels, 56 million bushels above a year ago. Beans in all 
positions are up 40 million bushels. Soft spot in the future 
bean market may be produced by the fact that a lot of the 
beans on farms are not under either loan or purchase agree- 
ment. Sales might be bunched.
